MacWrite/MacPaing). The Macintosh software is then loaded and the Macintosh 
desktop is displaved.

What is Hard Disk Install? 

Hard Disk Install is anew application that provides MacWorks users enhanced 
performance and more storage capacity, 

@ You can store more information on a hard disk. 


@ The hard disk allows applications and data to load and save very quickly. 


@ With Hard Disk Install, vou will be able to store documents and Macintosh 
tpplications ona hard disk instead of using different application disks each time 
vou wish to work. 


The Hard Disk Install application, stored on the MacWorks system disk, enables 
you toaccess a hard disk attached to the Lisa parallel port—that is, cither the 
internal 10 megabyte built-in drive that comes standard with the Lisa 2/10. org 
ProFile attached to the external parallel port of a Lisa 2. 
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The MacWorks System disk also includes the Macintosh System folder, which 
contains files that tell your Lisa running MacWorks how to print. store Macintosh 
files, and execute other Macintosh commands. 


Can | use Hard Disk Install with the Lisa Office System software? 


Yes! Instructions for partitioning your hard disk between the Macints sh and Lisa 
environments are covered in the software installation portion (Chapter 6) of the 
Lisa Office System manual.

How to Use the You may choose to use your hard disk one of two ways: 


Hard Disk Install

Creating a Macintosh Hard Disk Only 

Once vou ve familiarized yourself with MacWorks and the hasic Macintosh 
desktop and mouse concepts covered in the opening chapter of the MacWorks 
manual, vou are ready to use the Hard Disk Install application. 


m After starting vour system from the MacWorks disk, insert the Macs orks 
System disk into the drive.

This operation modifies the system resource file on the MacWorks System disk so 
that the next time vou use this diskette, the hard disk will automatically be 
installed:

Creating a Lisa/Mac Shared Disk 


To initialize a hard disk as a shared Lisa/Macintosh drive, vou must first use the Lisa 
Office System install program (contained on the Lisa Office System | disk). This 
procedure is explained in the software installation portion (Chapter 6) of the Lisa 
Office System manual. 


Please note: Disk sharing is only available on Release 3.0 Lisa software or 
subsequent releases. 
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m if you currently have Lisa Office System or Workshop files on your hard disk, 
first back up any files you wish to save onto diskettes.

m Now follow the step-by-step procedure outlined in Chapter 6 of the Lisi Office

You must choose “Erase” the hard disk in order to partition 1 


m After using the Lisa Office System install program and installing whatever Lisa 
software vou desire, turn off your Lisa and restart your system with MacWorks. 


@ When the icon of the disk with the flashing "2" appears on the screen, insert the 
Hard Disk Install disk into the drive. 


@ Open the Hard Disk Install application either by double-clicking on its i¢on or 
by selecting itand choosing “Open” from the File menu. The program should 
recognize the ProFile or the builtin drive asa Lisa formatted hard disk and present 
the following dialog box:

Clicking “Erase” will reinitialize the entire disk and wipe outall List tiles: asecond 
dialog box will appear and ask if vou are sure you want to do this before the 
operation is actually executed, Clicking “Don't Use™ lets vou leave the hard disk 
as IIS. 

m After clicking “Share! the program will scan the hard disk to find the area the 
Lisa Office System install program reserved for Macintosh use. The following 
dialog box will then appear: 
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The Macintosh portion of this hard disk 
is unreadabfe, damaged or not 
initialized: Bo you want to initialize it?

From this point on. the procedure ts identical to that for creating a Macintosh hard 
disk only, as described in Creating a Macintosh Hard Disk Only. 


Special Notes: 


@ Hard Disk Icon: Your hard disk icon will sometimes resemble a 342" diskette, 
other times your hard disk, The changing icon is a function of whether the last 
application vou executed was on the hard disk ora 4!" diskette. 


@ Performance: Your system will slow down considerably if vou have more than 
100 files stored on the hard disk. 


™@ Copy-protected Software: Copy-protected software cannot be started up from 
the hard disk: the program will alwavs ask for the master diskette.
